After fe King's heart is the plan 
which, (0-day, is formally proposed 
with ‘full ‘approval of H.B.M. 
Consul-General, for permanently 
commemorating His Majesty's, 
Coronation by the British com- 
munity in Shanghai, ‘The appeal is 
made by the Trustees of the Holy 
Trinity Cathedral, the Lester 
Trustees and the’ Committee of 
[Management of the Cathedral School 
(Henry Lester Endowment) for 
$150,000 which, with certain moneys 
and assets already available, is 
‘estimated to be required for’ re- 
moving the Cathedral School for 
British Boys to fits own and more 
‘suitable premises including adequate 
playing ficld accommodation, Full 
details of the scheme are’ given 
elsewhere, Before the actual re- 
‘moval and building ean take place 
the Cathedral ‘Trustees have to be 
able to dispose of the present site 
of the School in order to realize 
part of the money represented by 
certain asscts and (o oblain H.B.M. 
Supreme Court's approval to varia 
tion of the terms of the will of the 
late Mr. Henry Lester. In the 
meantime the funds emanating from 
the Coronation appeal will be im- 
mediately devoted to the nequisi- 
tion of playing fields which is the 
School's most urgent requirement, 
either by purchase or renting. 
Until the Trustees ean sell or lease 
the present site the funds subseribed 
in résponse to the Appeal 
would be devoted towards 
acquisition of playing fields and 
any Datance would be, Held toward 
ire purchase of new school 
premises, "and, in the ‘meantime 
‘would be invested. 
‘Tho King's fervent interest in the 
physieal training of his young 
subjects is a matter of common 
knowledge. As Duke of York he 
showed that it was an object of his 
Personal and special solicitude, as 
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the Appeal rightly notes in its a1 
preciative reference to the Sout 
‘wold Camp in which he annually 
participated with enthusiasm and a 
fine sense of comradeship. The 
need of playing ground facilities 
for the Cathedral School has long 
been painfully apparent to the 
British community. ‘The strongest 
‘possible authority can be therefore 
found {o commend this timely call 
on loyalty and public spirit. 

‘The fund receives a substantial 
inaugural support from leading 
British firms. Others will follow 
thelr example and it is confidently 
expected that the opportunity of 
associating themselves fully ‘with 
this effort will be warmly welcomed 
by all British residents in Shanghai. 
Donations, however small, but it is 
hoped to the maximum amountyot 
individual capacity, are invited for 
acceptance on behalf of the Fund 
and acknowledgment in these 
columns, ‘The School is the only 
British school for boys in Shanghai,

It also 
shows a profound ignorance of the 
difficulties’ under which the very’ 
gallant Press representatives labo 
daily risking their lives in that w 
torn country, and indeed of one of 
the basic facts concerning reporting 
which everyone should know. For 
example it is doubtful whether a 
newspaper reporter has ever seen 
a murder; murderers rarcly, if 
ever, inform the Press: of their 
intentions, and the gatherer of news| 
has to depend upon ex post facto 
enquiries from what he believes to 
bbe reliable quarters, and upon those 
base his reports which as a rule 
are astonishingly accurate. In. 
“covering” war the same conditions 
prevail, ‘The war correspondent is 
rarely ‘on the spot, more rarely 
‘even has he any prior knowledge 
‘of what fs toward and again has to 
depend on second-hand information 
for the purpose of compiling his 
account of what has happened. 
Thus there was probably no re- 
porter in Guernica when something, 
terrible happened to it and its in- 
habitants—of that there appears to| 
be no possible doubt. Something, 
did occur and the correspondents, 
sought by enquiry to get to the 
bottom of the affair. ‘The Mayor of 
‘Guernica definitely alleged that the 
machine-gunning and bombing of 
the town was carried out by Ger- 
man aeroplanes. That he made 
such an allegation was news. If 
there were no German aeroplanes 
in Spain the story would have 
about It all the elements of im- 
probability, but the fact that the 
‘Mayor had’ made such an allegation 
‘would nevertholess still remain 
news, The retort of the rebels 
that ‘the Basques blew up thelr 
beloved city was also news and it 
‘was the duty of the correspondents 
In both cases so to report it. 

With this preface it is possible to 
leonsider the attitude of correspond~ 
ents to this journal criticizing the 
reports which are published in 
good faith, and with the saving 
grace that the authors of the 
reports are indicated, affording 
{readers the opportunity {o form their| 
own conelusion as to what is prob- 
‘ably the real truth. One writer 
disapproves of General Franco's 
[armies being called rebels, and 
‘would dignify their position by 
calling them Nationalists, or some 
such similar term. But what are the 
facts? A government, duly elected 














by the people of Spairi, is suddenly 
attacked by its own’ troops and 
officers. ‘That is nothing more nor| 
Jess than a rebellion against the 
properly constituted government of 
the country, and the men engaged 
{in it are rebels. When in the early 
stages of the struggle reports of 
‘Communist atrocities wreaked on| 
priests, nuns and the churches| 
were not, of course, in the ayes of| 
the fascistically ‘inclined, — pro-| 
pagands. ‘That was the naked truth 
about the hated Communists, and 
a worthy exercise by the press of 
the freedom which should properly 
belong to it. Tt was backed up by 
pictorial evidence which could not| 
be denied. ‘The rebels, in Fascist| 
eyes were chevaliers sans peur et 
‘sans reproche conducting a civil 
war with the lly-white fingers of 
chivalry, men “who could not] 
possibly’ be guilty of the hideous- 
nosses. alleged against the Com- 
munists. And that despite the fact 

is more bitter and 
civil war. But when 
itis alleged against them that they 
have been just as gullty of atrocities| 
as thelr opponents, and the Press| 
reports the fact of those allegations| 
which is the news—then it is in 
the eyes of the Fascists guilty of 
propaganda. Obviously they cannot 
hhave it both ways, though they! 
would dearly like to do so, and 
[the suggestion that the Press is 
‘merely publishing propaganda and 
thus prostituting the freedom, which 
It gained after very bitter struggles, 
only arises when something un- 
palatable is printed. 

Let there be no mistake about it, 
there is little to choose between 
cither of the two forms of| 
{otalitarian government engaged in| 
this Spanish struggle, either in the 
doctrines which they represent or 
{in thelr methods of government and) 
diplomacy. Take for example the 
astonishing book recently published 
by Marshal de Bono, which 
shows conclusively that the Abys- 
sinlans, despite Italian propaganda 
to the contrary, were so anxious to 
avoid war that in the end the 
Italians had to force it on them. 
‘That is not propaganda, it is con- 
fessed in his bool “Anno XIII; 
‘The Conquest of an Empire.” It is 
probably unpleasant reading for the 
fascistically minded, but the fact| 
that the book is sponsored by Signor| 
‘Mussolini in a foreword permits of| 














no doubt of its truth, The pre-| 





liminary campaign designed . to 
procure justifieation of Italy's cause 
‘against Abyssinia is by some to be 
Tegaréed as merely the legitimate 
exercise of diplomatic ingenuity, 
even if it id amount to the dis 
semination of untruth, but if 0 
ponents make use of similar 
methods no reproach too severe can| 
possibly be levelled against them.| 
Nazi, Fascist and Communist must in| 
these days take the news as they 
find it. All of them seek to control 
the press, in ways which are re-| 
pugnant t5 many other nationalities, 
fand there is, in the letters on the 
subject’ which have been published 
in the correspondence columns of! 
this journal, an indication that the 
writers would like'to have the same 
restrictions placed upon the Press 
whole. "The world would soon 
present a sorry spectacle it freedom 
of speech and Press were complete 
ly denied it, and what the. ¢ 
respondents appear to forget is that 
it is that very same freedom which 
enables them to find expression of| 
their views in tho very medium| 
which they are so anxious to con- 
trol, ‘But then, of course, they, and 
they only, know what truth realty i, 




















THE COAL CRISIS 
May 5. 

‘The expected coal strike in Great) 
Britain, which threatens to involve 
the whole industry throughout the 
country is just another of those 
crises which it is most unfortunate 
should occur at such a time as this, 
and is a striking example of the 
manner in which a purely local 
issue may quickly be transformed 
into a national question. ‘There are 
two points involved. One is the 
question of the recognition by -the 
employers of the Miners’ Federation 
of Great Britain, and the other the 
securing of adequate assurances to 
prevent the victimization of the men 
at the Harworth coal field. Taking] 
the second point first it appears 
that, for reasons of efficiency and 
economy, Messrs. Barber Walker 
had decided some time ago to work 
their Harworth mine on_a single 
instead of adouble shift. Before the 
dispute there were approximately 
2,000 men employed, while at present, 
there are merely 1,000, Of the 900 
‘men now unemployed the company 
only requires 350. ‘The Miners’ 
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that the whole 900, shall .be re- 
Instated, "while . the. company 
maintains thelr right: to. continue 
their declared single. shitt, policy, 
‘and further to choose from the 900, 
the most sultable.applicatts for’ the 
vacancies, giving the assurance that 
no discrimination will be made.as 
to union membership. ° Upon this 
peg the’ Miners’: Federation have 
hung the important issue, “Should 
the Nottirighamshire miners be te~ 
presented by, the Nottinghamshire 
Miners’ Industrial Union or by. the 
Notts Miners' Association affliated 
to the Miners’ Federation of Great 
Britain.” Tt was .upon those two 
‘questions: that the miners were re~ 
cently asked to ballot, which result- 
ed in their rejecting .the attitude 
taken. up by the employers,” and 
endorsing a policy adopted by. the 
Union officials which in the -event 
of the employers not meeting’ thelr 
demands will lead to a nationwide 
strike on May 22. 
‘As a result of negotiations  be- 
tween the employers and the two 
trades unions it was agreed that @ 
sion should be arranged betwcen 
the two organizations, as a result 
of which representatives of the new 
body thus formed could be con+ 
sulted-by the employers’ organiza~ 
tion on the subject of any difficulty 
which might arise in connection 
‘with the re-employriient of men at 
the colliery. “The demand of the 














miners that the whole of the 900 


unemployed should be re-engaged. 
and the expression of fear that if 
only $50 are chosen the employers 
‘will base thelr choice on the extent 
of the men's union activities, is 
typical of the distrust with which 
the workers regard such assurances 
as “have been given, and the 
recklessness with which: they insist 
upon . thelr own rights, “irre- 
spective of the effect it would have 
‘upon the, economic position of the 
colliery owners, It is nevertheless 

very ‘human trait, and conside: 
ably Influenced by’ the very real 
idea of the suffering which un- 
employment entails, At the same 
time it must be remembered that 
proposition. which such a de 
mand embodies is in fact one to 
the effect that once an employer 
has engaged a certain number of 
‘men, he shall ‘be obliged never to 
reduce it, without any regard 
to whether or not it is possible for 
him to carry. on, It must ‘be 
immediately “apparent that if 
employers | are prevented from 
adjusting the size of thelr staffs 
to the demands which are being 
made upon their undertakings, and 
are thereby forced to produce more 
than the market can absorb, the 
danger of complete ruination. is 
grave, a rufnation which in the end 
involves not only the employe. but 

il those other men, who but for 
such a prohibition might have been 
{in continual employment, 

‘Whether or not the Minors’ 
Federation shall be recognized in 
the Nottinghamshire area is a com- 
paratively small matter: ‘The 
employers have already agreed to 
deal with representatives of ‘the 
‘agreed fusion, and the real point 
at issue is as to-which doctrine shall 
prevail with regard to the re-om~ 
ployment of the men at present out 
of work. It is to be regretted that 
80 minor a point should be allowed 
to imperil the whole of the, national 
coal industry, ‘That the points ot 
view of, the two parties to the 
crisis should be so much at varlance 
is, perhaps, inevitable, but the pity 
of it all is that what originally was 
a Jocal dispute, at one time capable 
of local sottlement, has been 
Towed to assume national dimen- 
sions. Fortunately there is still 
plenty of time for a settlement to 
be reached before May 22, the day 
fixed for the men to sendin thoir 
notices, and it is to be believed that 
every effort will be made to, bring 
about a peaceable solution, ‘There 
could not be a more serious time in 
which to embark upon’ Industrial 
disputes of this nature than the 
Present. With Britain embarked 
upon rearmament in which the 
factor of speed ‘is one of the prime 
ingredients, strikes in key industries 
such as coal mining must have a 
serious’effect upon a programme ot 
imperial urgency, It would, per- 
haps, b> unfair to accuse the men's 
leaders of a lack of patriotism In 
choosing such a time for the action 
which they contemplate, but it Is 
clear that there will” be much 
resentment amongst those who take 
the wider view. The" dispute— 
relating neither ‘to hours of work 
nor to rates of pay—arises from an 
attempt to establish a principle to 
which the “Minets'' Federation 
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attaches great importance in the

“Had the management 
Bllempted to condone this assumption 
of a right on the part of Its employees 
to dlelate its staf arrangements, it 
‘Would have lost all power of main: 
taining the service for which it 
recelved a franchise from the Municl- 
‘pal Counell, Mr. Brewer in vindle 
hg his Company's right of discle 
pllne, has rendered a service to all 
fransport organizations here and to 
the public at large. In particular It 
Ig exceedingly important that drivers 
ot hired cars should be amenable to 
Well-defined rules for thelr conduct, 
for the safely of the public Is in 
thelr hands. Generally it may be 
sald that Shanghai is fortunate in its 
taxiedrivers, They are » well-diposed 
Gedy of men and it is in thelr ine 
erests that backsliders amongst them 
should receive 














no. encouragement 
from their employers. ‘There is no 
reasgn to. believe that the larger 
gtrages, of which the Ford Service 
‘one,” impose oppressive terms on 
thelr men. Attention has occasional- 
ly been drawn to the risks of over- 
cing. drivers. ‘The | Municipal au- 
thorities have kept an eye on that 
matier and It is understood that, 
except in some small struggling con: 
cerns with few cars available, the 
companies pay every regard to the 
heed for resting thelr ‘men. Indeed 
the good record of the taxidrivers 
In keeping free of trame accidents 
4 eloquent on that point. ‘There will 
tbe much relief at seeing the Ford 
cars again on duty after a fortnight’s 
absence from the streets and it is 
Satisfactory that Mr, Brewer's firm- 
ness has been rewarded. ‘The men 
deserve credit for their good sense 
In reconsidering thelr untenable posi 
ion and also for conducting » the 
atrike—atter the first lapse—with 
ery appearance of orderliness. The 
contretemps threw-a heavy strain on 
other ‘hire car services the manage- 
ments of which are also to be com- 
mended for meeting it so well. In- 
eldentally it ‘may be observed that 
the inconvenience to the public was 
by no means as great as was once 
expected, ‘The drivers would do well 
to bear that in mind if by any chance 
they should unfortunately toy again 
ith the notion of striking. It looks 
it the supply of hire cars in 
Shanghai had reached © saturation 
point so it Js unlikely that any-firm 
fg making such huge profits as to 
Justify the beller in its possession of 
1 Fortunalus’ purse for disbursement 
of wages. 


CHAMPIONS’ DAY 


‘he old Shanghai Almanack of 1884 
describes May as a month in which 
there islittle rain as a rule and in which 
the temperature tends to rise as the 
month finishes its course. Moreover 
It may be assumed that the decision 
fo hold races in the first week of 
May, or thereabouts was influenced 
by some sort of faith in the sport 
Ing Instincts of the weather. The Race 
Club had a bumper attendance for 
Champions’ Day. The Champions’ Race 
dates back from the Autumn Meeting 
‘of 1869, when it was won by Baron de 
Merlton's Mors aux Dents after a 
close finish with Mtr. Fungus’ Ver- 
tugadin in a Meld of seven of whom 
six. were “winners.” ‘The time was 
recorded as 2 min. 5 secs for the 
mile ond a quarter. The present 
Facecourse was then over seven 
years old, having been opened on 
Jan. 1, 1802. Before then races had 
bbeen held twice a year on g course 
opened in 1853 under the auspices 
of a Committee headed by Mr. 
Medhurst and Mr, Wills after efforts 
started three years earlier had been 
rendered nugatory because the then

Company 
notified the directors of the Golf Club 
that thelr’ ground was needed for 
other purposes but it was not until 
recently that they found a site which 
they considered suitable.

In addition it is report 
ed that the new course will be far 
less destriictive to the elubs used by 
essor players, the ground at the 
present course’ having an uncommon 
humber of sharp rocks a little below 
the surface, 

"Tho seaside hamlet of Yingchengtz 
and the area are closely associated 
‘with history for the past fifteen or

KIDNAPPED BANKER 
IN HANGCHOW 





Related to Interviewers 


Mr. Hsu Pao-hwa, assistant man- 
ager of the Nanking branch of the 
Kincheng Banking Corporation, who| 
‘was first reported to have been re- 
Teaséd together with Mr. Hsu Peh- 
‘yuan, the other banker, by the Che- 
dang Provincial militix and police, 
fg at ast free and safe in Hangchow 
after seventeen days’ captivity in the 
hands of Nanking-Hangchow highway 
‘kidnappers. 

‘Tho newly-roleased banker was 
with) the olher banker when the 
Kidnappers were surrounded by 
troops and police in Wushing hills. 
Driven from their Jair, the gang 
forced the victims to foliow them to 
‘2 bamboo grove to escape from their 
pursuers, While Mr, Hsu Peh-yuan 
‘Gained freedom in the grove, Mr. Hsu 
Pao-hwa was unfortunately’ detained 
by his captors who forced him to 
flee with them. 

‘From the bamboo grove, the gang 
‘escaped to An Chih Hsuch'under the 
cover of darkness, according to the 
{berated vietim. ‘The gang changed 
‘no less than five hiding places in 
‘order to avold capture by the militia 
‘and police who were seen in im- 
portant and main thoroughfares, The 
Bandits usually chose the most dim- 
cult and narrow passages in hills, 
‘and the victim had to follow them 
day and night, rain or sunshine and 
[sometimes without food. 


Guards Everywhere 


One night, the gang met military 
guards ‘no less than nino times, the 
Vietim told his interviewers in Hang- 
‘chow. The bandits sought refuge 
Jqulekly for-six or seven times at the 
Sight of search lights, For tivo of 
three “times the abductors were 
spotted by guards and a gun baitle 
‘ensued. "Fortunately, the victim 
escaped injuries. 

“Knowing that they were surround- 
ed everywere, the gang finally 
‘escaped to-a mud hut on the boun- 
‘dary of Hsiao Feng Hsien after two 
days and two nights of hide-and- 
seek. Here, the victim was given 
Some food and his clothes were also, 
[dried by little hay fires. 

‘The most nerve-wracking moment| 
came early next morning, the victim 
was awakened by noises of pistol- 
loading and low voices whieh sound- 
ed like scheming by the bandits, the 
victim said, thinking that the worst 
was to happen to him. A few min~ 
tles later, soveral shots at a distance 
‘were heard. While the attention of 
the bandils were drawa to the shols, 
the victim slipped into the next room 
from where he escaped through the 
bback door. Aster one day's running, 
he finally came to Pa Tou, not far 
from ‘Mokanshan, Here he was able 
fo hire a rickshaw which took. him 
fo a hire car station. He reached. 
Hangchow at 11 p.m. on Tuesday.

I, Samset of 
Lachokow, Hupeh, “Captured _ by 
bandits on June 8 Isst year, the Rev. 
‘Mr, Samset has all these months re- 
‘mained in their hands and no direet 
ews have come through about him 
since last September, 

‘Mr. Samsct was eaptured on a Gov- 
ernment highway by Communist 
bandits who,-according to the latest 
‘imformation from reliable sourees, aro 
still terrorizing border districts - of 
Hupeh, Honan and Anhwel,. ‘The fact 
that both Mr. Ferguson of the China 
Inland Mission, and Mr. Bert Nelson 
of the United Lutheran’ Milssion 
perished in these districts causes a 
gloomy view in missionary citeles of 
ihe safely of the latest captive. 

Contrary “to earlier messages, at

Westminster Abbey Service a Call Not Only to the 
: King But to His People 


‘PECIAL forms of service, commended by the archbishops of 


. 


Canterbury and York, were used in the morning and evening 


services at Holy Trinity Cathedral on May 9 in connection with 


the forthcoming coronation of 


‘Their Majesties, ‘The morning's 


service began with the hymn “All People That on Earth Do Dwell,” 
and inchided the anthem “Zadok the Priest,” by Handel. Pollow- 
ing an address by Dean A.CS, Trivett,’ the following prayer 


was offere’ b 

“Brethren let us now lift up our 
hearts in prayer to God that he may 
0 bless our King and Queen that 
they may ever bea blessing to thelr 
people, and, because righteousness ex- 
alteth & nation, let us humbly pledge 
‘ourselves anew to the service of God, 
and of our country in the days that 
are to come, that $0, abhorring that 
which Is evil and cleaving to that 
which ig good, we may establish our 
nation and Empire on the sure foun- 
dition of God and of his kingdom of 
justice, righteousness and peace”. 

‘Speelal prayers were said for the 
King, Queen, and the Royal Family, 
andthe service concluded with the 
National Anthem. 

‘The evening service followed the 
same lines, special prayers being of 
fered. “The Cathedral was decorated 
for both services with banners bear~ 
ing the St, Greoge’s Cross, which 
al§o was Used ag'an alter cloth, while 
‘a Inrge Union Jack hung above the 
pulpit, (The sermon at the evening 
service was given by the Rt Ret 
John Curtis, Bishop of Chekiong. 


Bishop's Se 

In hig sermon Bishop Curtis said 
that they were looking forward to 
the hallowing  of- thelr King and 
Queen, and thelr subjects. ‘There 
had been. many kings and queens 
erowned, but: ‘with the invention 
fof witless there was going to 
be @ ceremony different from any- 
thing that ever taken place before 
in the history of the world, ‘The 
whole world, "as it were, would br 
gathered together in Westminster 
‘Abbey: for tha. Joyous occasion. {AN} 
the ‘peoples throughout the Empire 
during the 24 hours of Coronation 
Day would adopt Western time, and 
would feel the pulsation of the heart 
that beat in the West. All were sum- 
moned to take thels part in the 
ceremony. 

‘here was a certain “amount af 
humiliation about this coronation, 
and they had to ask themselves where 
they had Tailed in thelr duty, or 
thelr prayers, and how they failed 
the man who was to have been 
crowned king 


‘They needed to remember that their 
citizenship was in heaven, and they 
must not let the pomp of the cero- 
mony, and the feeling of pride in. the 
extent of the Empire, take away from 
thelr minds the thought that the 
king and queen who were to be hal- 
lowed on that day were being di 
Aleated to the service of God. 

In the course of the service, the 
king was presented to his people and 
acclaimed, and the "Vent -Creator* 
was sung. ‘The king was then an 
nointed with holy oft on the head, 
the breast and the hand, signifying 
service to God through his thoughts 
his words and his actions, Having 
been anolnted king, he was given the 
‘ensign of his kingly estate—frgt, a 
sword, Planes whistling through the 
sky, the guns that were thundering 
forth all over tho country and Em- 
pire, the great ships plying back and 
forth from England to distant parts 
of the world, all were.symbolized sa 
this sword,’ which ‘signifled that 
power was given to him by God. He 
was commanded to use the sword 
for justice, 


Robe And Crown 


‘The king was then arrayed in @ 
royal robe, and an orb with a jewel- 
Ted cross,’ showing that the whole 
world was subject to the power of 
Christ, ‘The crown signified the 
erown of everlasting life, and the 

eptre represented power, justice 
fand mercy, Lastly there came the 
‘greatest ensign of all, the Holy Bible. 

‘The king having been anointed and 
crowned, the archbishop blessed him 
‘and all ‘his people. ‘They were all 
represented at that dedication, as It 
included all of the British people. 
‘The king then proceeded to his 
throne, and all presont did him hom- 
age, Tuking off thelr crowns, the 
king and queen knelt before the altar 
and received the Holy Sacrament, 
With the Te Deum, the service came 
toa ‘conclusion. 

Bishop Curtis recalled how eircum- 
stances had changed since the co1o- 
nation of His Majesty King George V. 
‘Many nations had been torn asund- 
er in a welter of blood, and even in 
England they heard of busmen and 
miners on strike, ‘These were. re- 























minders of the depression in which 
they lived. The Inequalities "that 
everywhere existed were such that it 
Ineeded only a spark to create another 
great explosion. ‘The people of the 
[British Empive were recalled to rell- 
glon a few months ago, and remind- 
€d that the one hope ‘of the salva- 
lon of the world was that they 
should get back to God. 

“We too have been given the unc- 
tion of the Holy Spirit that we 
/might be the witnesses of God”, con- 
tinued Bishop Curtis, reminding the 
‘congregation that the greatest danger 
fo the church was not the enemy 
outside but the indifference within. 
‘They must ask themselves how they 
were functioning as members of the 
church of God. They had power, 
given by God, they had royal robes, 
fand crowns ‘but were they using 
these to help other men, women and 
children in the.world to have a fair 
chance? Were they learning to rule 
themselves? ‘They had Bibles, but 
Were they leading to him whose ser- 
vice was perfect treedom ?

‘The headmaster of the Cathedral 
School has been among the most

Fifty-five Consecutive Years 
in the Orient . 


One of the oldest of old China 
hands, Mr. C. Herzberg, who has 
spent 85 consecutive years in the 
Orient, most of them” in Shanghal, 
fon May 0 celebrating his 90th birth- 

‘Vigorous-minded and possessed 
of a delightful sonse of humour, Mr. 
Herzberg. was the guest. that’ day 
fat a cocktail party being given by 
his" children, ‘adult grand-children 
‘and frlends at Kelmscott Gardens 
from 32 to 2 pan. 

‘Threo shipwrecks are some of the 
many Interesting experiences related 

esterday by Mr. Gerzberg to a. 
‘North-China’ Dally News” reporter 
who listened somewhat agog to a 
Well-told tale covering olght decades. 

In Orlental waters, Mfr. Herzberg 
has spent most of his life as a 
marine engineer and believes that 
ihe is the only survivor among those 
‘who ran on the old vessels of the 
Miltsu Bish! Mall Steamship Company 
Which later amalgamated with the 
Kyodo Uniu' Kalsha to form the 
present Nippon Yusen Kaisha. He 
described those ships as low-pressure 
paddle boats of 3,000 ton: 

‘At a little town in Silesia called 
Schweldnitz, Mr. Herzberg was born 
‘on May 0, 1987 of German parentage. 
Ho spent ‘his school days at Walden- 
burg” and Breslau and.in that dis-

Local Motorist Back from 


Interesting Trip: Average 


of 270 Miles a Day 


‘To-day, a motorist who makes a| 
trip “from Shanghai to Yunnantu 
exoerscene the til of the pioneer 

conquers new territory never 
before’ trodden by man. But it will 
not be long before the 2683 mile 
Journey from Shanghal to Yunnanfu 
will be as commonplace as the trip 
to. Hangehow, as Mr, Nee Tuu, the 
first man to get as far as Yunnanfu 











from this city, sald-to a “North- 
‘China’ Herald” representative when 
Interviewed on May 4, "The roads, 
with few exceptions, are quite good 





for the whole distance,” he explained, 
“there are hotels and guest houses 
at the towns and. cities en route, 
where ' it is possible to. spend the 
ght for the modest charge of one 
‘dollar, and gasoline is quite easily 
obtainable. ‘It is better, however, to 
rely on oneself for any. repairs that 
may have to be effected.” 

Mr. Tuu set out on the Jong trip 
to Yunnanfu on February 3, accom- 
panied by three friends, in a Ford 
V6. ‘One of these | was formerly a 
protessor at St. John’s University, the 
fecond was a business man engaged 
In the import and export tra 
wanted to find new outlets for his 
products, and the third was a mem- 
ber of the staff of Pathe Records, 
‘anxious to discover possibilities for 
making new records. of the people 
encountered en route: Mr. Tuu's. 
object in making the ' trip’ was to| 
discover ‘what conditions were lke 
in the different provinces which were 
traversed during the journey. 

270 Miles a Day 


‘The trip was accomplished in 10 
days’ driving, the car.keeping up an 
average of nearly 270 miles a do; 
‘The greatest distance traversed in a 
single day was 493 miles. ‘The frst 
‘op was Hangehow, and from there 
the route taken ‘was Hwelchow, 
Kintehcheng, ‘Tsaling, on the border 
of Hunan and Kiangsl, where a new 
bridge is being bullt,’ back to Non- 
chang, on to Changsha, "Hengyang, 
the principal station on ‘the Hankow- 
Canton Raflway, and then along the 
now road from Honan to Kwangsi, 
Kwellln, Liuchow, Kevelchow, “and 
finally Yunnanfu, where the “party 
‘arrived on February 18. A detour 
was made to ‘Tsaling in order to 
iscover. whether the bridge which 
Is to hold the motor road was com- 
pleted, ‘This bridge 1s now nearing 
completion, and then it will be pos- 
sible to take a much more direct 
route to Yunnanfu. 

‘There 1s no necessity 
‘special cence to make a long trip 
‘of this kind, all that is required 
being the ordinary Chinese cence. 
If a motorist remains more than one 
‘week in a province, however, he 
‘must buy a ilcence ‘entitling him to 
continue driving in that province, 
Careful plans have to be made as 
to where the next load of gasoline 
‘will be obtained, and enquiries made 
on arriving at a town to find out 
where the garages selling gasoline 
fre situated. ‘The prices are ex- 
tremely high in some provinces, 
owing, presumably, to the dificulty 
of transporting ‘gasoline to the 
Interior. Tt is carried on mule back 
for tho whole of the distance. 

In Kwelchow, gasoling 1s $14 for 
five gallons, in Yunnan if is $12 for 
the same quantity.

former congregation of 380, the local 
temple of the Hito-no-michi religlous 
cult, banned in Japan on April 28, 
hhag ‘voluntarily closed its doors. 

"The Reverend” Denshiro ‘Takano, 
the “abbot” of the local temple, in 
formed the Japanese Consular Police

vices and removed the shingle from 
the entrance to the “shrine”, sit 
in a private house on Haining Road.

KIDNAPPERS SHOOT 
CONSTABLE 


‘Tragedy in Concession Early 
in the Morning 


‘A Chinese constable of the Frenc: 
Municipal Police was fatally wound- 
ed at about 930 am. on May 6

pers from carrying off a merchant 
famed Zao Tehing-ming.

‘Chinese police constable 613, Heu 
King-zal, attached to Avenu Joffre 
police station, who was on” duty 
nearby, hearing the alarm rushed to 
the scene. ‘The kidnappers. imme- 
diately opened fire on him, and on

‘course of which the policeman fired 
Several times at the members of the 
gang, who took to flight. He him- 
self, however, was mortally wounded 
by ‘a bullet which entered his chest, 
‘and. died before other policemen 
summoned to hls assistance could

Dr. Adolphe Bary 

‘The death of Dr. Adolphe Charles 
Bary, a specialist in mental and ner 
‘vous diseases who had been practising 
in Shanghal_ since 1922, took place 
early on May 9 at the Gen- 
eral Hospital, Dr. Bary was born in 
St. Pelersburg on Feb. 28, 1670, of a 
family of Baltic origin which, for 
‘many generations, had produced dis- 
tinguished members of the medical 
profession. ‘Like fils father, Dr. Ede 
ward Bary, “Adolphe Bary entered 
that profession.

Tn 1913, Dr. Bary became president 
of ‘the “Hospitai ‘Committee of St. 
Fetersburg which administered six- 
teen hospitals (20,000 beds, 4,000 of 
which were for mental diseases). 
‘During the War, Dr, Bary was 
‘concurrently president of the Com- 
mittee on Hospitals for the Wounded 
‘and Sick Soldiers, which administer 
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ed 276 hospitals with 3,000 beds, 
including some newly-ereeted hos: 
pitals for mentally sick soldiers).

‘The second cemetery visited was 
the Soldiers Cemetery reached by 
‘going south sloug Chekiang Road and 
Rue Hue to the Boulevard Des Deux 
Republiques, directly opposite, out- 
‘side the old wall of the Chinese City. 
‘This ittle cemetery is being kept 
‘up. What was onee the sloping bank 
Of the ereek outside the old North 
Gate has become a respectable me- 
‘morial with grass, trees and shrubs, 
which is being cared for but stili 
‘Reeds interest and attention, Over 
the wall onthe south side there 
are the backs of a row of native 
Gwellings of the lowest type, while 
the wall on the roadside has been

order, 
‘The Shantung Rood Cemetery was 
the ‘last visited, but even this has 
‘almost been, forgotten by the busy 
‘Shanghallander who passes up Han- 
kow Road and ttle knows the con- 
tribution of those who rest there. 
This cemetery was opened in 1841 
through the "public subscription of 
‘$800 worth of shares and then turned 
‘over to the Council and burials con- 
Unued until 1871 and the opening of 
the Pahslenjao Cemetery. The names 
of many of Sbanghal's early residents 
Stand there and among the me- 
morials are those of | Mrs. Alcock, 
wite of the first HLB.M, Consul, the 
first J. W. of Ancient Land Mark 
Lodge, and many other names of 
historical interest, | Men from HM 
Ships: “Centaur,” “Simoom,” “Coro- 
mandel” and "Magicienne” ‘are also 
recorded. 

‘Toc H Shanghai Branch is going 
to do what it can to remember the 
youthful pioneers who “shall grow 
Rot, old as we who are left grow 
‘old," but the attention of all British 
residents might well be called to the 
courageous ploneering work ot those 
thousands who have made Shanghai 
what It is to-day, Small contribu~ 
tlons—a ready interest—would all be 
appreciated in the effort to preserve 
the lettering on these stones and 10 
satke these sacred spots more beaut

Curious Experiences 


‘To the Editor of the

Si—Your readers would be well 
advised to write to their overseas 
fiends in Europe and America in- 
forming them that posting articles by 
registered sletter post to China is 
contrary to Chinese Customs regula- 
tions and that such packages are liable 
to confiscation, by the Customs 
‘authorities atthe Post. Office

© writer_was present at the 
Customs examination at the Post 
‘OMice here some little while ago 
when a gold bracelet was held up. 
The goods had arrived from Paris by 
Fegistered letter post. The oflcer 
very Kindly called the recelver aside 
‘and explained to him that the parcel 
was lable to confiseation although a 
letter from senders was enclosed in 
the package. 

My own experience, however, was. 
entirely the opposite, My packages 
contained trade samples, I declared 
the correct value and explained that 
the senders were most anxious that 
T should receive the trade samples 
with all "possible dispatch. Gor- 
respondence was produced, bank doc- 
uments, ele, ete, all to no avail. 
No concealment whatever was given, 
Everything most straightforward, and 
correct It was a pure matler. of 
fostering trade, correct duty being 
tendered on the value was refused. 
‘Trade samples were confiscated, Why? 
‘Where is the reason of such arbitrary 
treatment when China is so. anxious 
to receive revenue, loans, ete. 

‘The packages were confiscated, the 
application that they should be re- 
turned to senders being refused. The 
postal officials in the country of 
‘origin evidently did not know’ that 
the Chinese Customs confiscate re- 

tered letter mall packets contain- 
Ing samples. 

Had the trade samples been posted 
by ordinary sample post or by parcels 
post they would have been safely de- 
fivered upon duty being pald,

Chinese Law Applled 

‘This judgment of Lord Hobhouse 
was considered by Bourne J. in Mac- 
Donald v. Anderson, where he sald 
that if seemed by anslogy to establish 
‘two propositions: that Chinese. law 
‘Ought to be applied by His Majesty's 
Courts to the Incidents of land in 
China, and that His Majesty's Judges 
‘Ought’ to take judicial notice of that 
law. accept both propositions, and 
it follows that the English rule does 
not apply here and that T must look 
fo Chinese law for guidance on the 
subject.

Police Sergeant’s Death 
INQUEST ON MIR. A. C. HEBBERD 
Before Mr. C. H. Haines, Coroner 
(Sutelde verdiet) 

A verdict of suicide by swallowing 
‘Lysol on May 3 at the Country Hos- 
pital while temporarily of unsound 
Thind was returned at the inquest on 
Sergeant A.B. Hibberd, of the Shang- 
hhat ‘Municipal Police, who died in a 
room at the Country Hospital at] 
515 am. on that day. In the course 
of the inquest, Mr, E, TT. Maitland, 
‘representing the friends of the de- 
ceased, made reference to a passage 
‘contained in a report in one of the| 
Tocal foreign newspapers, to the effect| 
that suspicions that he had contracted 
‘a dread disease had just been con 
firmed. 

He asked whether the coroner| 
‘would question a witness in the ease, 
Dr. 1. G. Anderson, who attended 
‘Sergi. Hibberd before his death,| 
whether this were true or not, Mr. 
‘Maitland sald’ that the report con-| 
leerned had a very objectionable head-| 
Ing, and all the friends of the 
[ceased were most upset, Mr. Anderson | 
replied that this” report’ had no| 
foundation whatever. 

‘Dr. J. E, Bowen, in evidence, sald 
that he was called to see Scrat. 
Mibberd inthe early morning  of| 
May’ 3, being summoned to the| 
sisters" ‘oMce on the frst Moor. He} 
‘was sitting in a chair having some 
‘milk 'to drink, and witness told the] 
sister on duty to administer sodium 
bicarbonate, Sergt. Hibberd was then| 
placed in a wheel chair and put into| 
bed. He was not in very good con~ 
dition ‘at the time. Questioned by. 
the coroner, Dr, Bowen sald that it 
the nurses’ offce were the only way 
out on to the verandah through the 
wards, it was an undesirable state of 























to obviate the use of sisters! room 
as the only way to the verandah. 
“Very Depressed” 

Dr. Anderson sald that he was 
summoned to the Country Hosplt 
‘at about 8 am. on May 3, and saw 
the patient in bed in one of the wards. 
He Wwas then practically unconscious, 
and witness gave him some treatment. 
‘The patient lapsed further into un-| 
consciousness, and died at 920 an. 
‘The cause of death in his opinion 
was polsoning. Sergt. Hibberd had| 
been ‘under his care since the pre- 
vious Wednesday, and he frst saw 
him ‘at his own office on the after- 
noon of April 28.

THE INDO-JAPANESE PROTOCOL 


Tokyo and New Delhi Mutually Gratified Over Piece 
Goods Agreement

Colombo, Apr. 11. 

‘The Indo-Japanese ‘Trade Protocol, 
which, ag” already stated in the 
columhs of the “North-China Daily 
News," was initialled at New Delht 
‘on April 32, will be formally con 
eluded in London in due course ond 
Will have effect until March 31, 1940, 

‘The agreement was reached’ after 
protracted negotiations and replaces 
the pact, signed in 1994 and which 
expired on March 31, 1997. Ils con 
celusion has been due to a great 
Extent to the unfailing courtesy’ that 
prevailed during the negotiations, the 
teadiness of both sides to discuss 
dimeulties os they arose and to the 
mutual desire for a give-and-take 
polley. AS a result there was never 
az any time any misunderstanding 
between the delegates as to the facts 
Jn issue oF as to the views which 
‘were held by elther side, 

Both sides appreciated the position 
of the other and showed a deter- 
mination to overcome every. sur- 
mountable obstacle by co-operation 
‘And accommodation so as {0 reach a 
Selllement best calculated to contri 
bute to the promotion of cordiality 
between India and Japan in this very 
important phase of their commercial 
relations, 

‘The Protocol was initialled by Mr. 
H, Dow and Mr, A. J. Reisman, on 
Uchalt of the Government of India, 
ond by Mr. IK, Yonezawa for Japan 
‘at the Secretarial, New Delhi, ‘The 
new “Protocol comes into force Im- 
mediately on signature and provided

LONDON LECTURE ON 
ARCHAOLOGY 


Ancient China Interpreted 
from Discoveries 
From Oun Own Comesroworxr 


London, Apr. 16, 
Li Chi addressed the 
China Society recently he sald: “I 
shall not. spend any time on. the 
Peking Man, not only bocause it be- 
Tongs to a different branch of arch- 
mology, but It 1s also too early to 
make it a part of the history of China. 
At present it seems to be more ad~ 
visable to define ancient China in a 
‘more restricted sense. ‘The discussion 
‘shall be limited to what is usually 
known as the pretohistorie period of 
which there are three phases which 
deserve special treatment, namely, 
the painted pottery culture, the black 
poltery culture and the culture of 
‘Shang Dynasty. 

‘The existence of the painted pottery 
culture in China was first made 
known by Dr. J. G. Anderson. To 
western scholars the importance of 
this discovery lies in the fact that 
the painted pottery can be linked up 
with similar finds, found all over 
Contral Asia, and as far west as the 
Danube region In Burope. In China, 
this pottery had been ‘discovered in 
the provinces of Kansu and Northern 

wen and traced eastward across 
ie whole North China, ending at the 
ea coast in the neighbourhood of 
Port Arthur. But it was never found 
in Shantung where a different phase 
‘of encolithic culture was developed, 
amely, the black pottery culture. 

‘The first and the type site of the 
black pottery culture was found: 
‘about 25 miles northeast of Tsinan in 
1929, and excavated in 1080 and 1931. 
On the deposits of this site, the lower 
stratum represents a culture of the 
resmetallie stage, Ceramics, imple- 
ments of bone, shell and stone make 
‘up the bulk of the finds, which are 
particularly distinguished ‘by a group 
Jot fine pottery, skilfully “modelled, 
thin, “ebonyblack and " practically 
devoid of any other decoration, 

‘This culture, first discovered near 
‘Tsinan, has been found to be present 
in many other places, From Shan- 
tung it was extended both westward 
and southward, and lately found 
Junderneath the’ cultural remains of 
the Shang Dynasty. 

‘Shang Capital in Honan 

‘The remains of the last capital of 
the ‘Shang Dynasty are situated in 
Anyang, in the extreme north of 
Honan.” Here the Shang ruled China 
for about 270 years (1395-1122 B.C.). 
This site is important because we 
found among its remains the earliest 
written records of China, The majority 
of these records were inscribed. in 
the oracle-bones either of the scapula 
of ox or tortoise shells,

were found traces of the early dwell- 
ings, eaves and cache, in which were

‘True to the perversity of human 
nature, Israel sald “Nay, but_we 
will have a king over us”, So Saul 
was interrupted in the search for 
the asses of Kish, his father, and, 
incredulously learnt his destiny. In 
due course, taller than the general 
run of the people, he was presented 
to his subjects ‘from the top of 
‘Mizpeh, Before then Samuel had 
taken a vial of oll, poured it upon 
Saul's head and, ‘embracing him, 
sald “Is it not because the Lord 
hath anointed thee to be captain 
over his inheritance?” From 
Mlzpeh, Samuel directly addressed 
the assemblage: 

Seo ye whom the Lord tiath 
‘chosen, that there is none like him 
‘among. all the people? And all 
the people shouted and said, God 
Save the king. 

‘That 3000-year old ceremony, re~ 
peated many times in Israel's’ his~ 
tory, has found acceptance in 
European chivalry: down to the 
present day. At Westminster 
Abboy, with ‘the wealth of sym- 
bbolism’ and pageantry accumulated 
through over a thousand years of 
English history, the ceremony on 
May 12, is in essence the same as 
that which Mizpeh saw. Carlyle, 
recognizing with the robust frank- 
ness of his mood, that perfection in. 
attainment of a human ideal is no 
more possible than the bricklayer’s 
effort to build a perfect perpendi- 
cular wall, looked upon the King-

bachelor Monarch they acclaimed. 
Yet he faithfully recorded the cere- 
mony and the junketing of the| 
great day—The King in his robes, 
bare-headed whieh was very fine” 
and only regretted the fact that his| 
place did not permit him to. sce 
the actual ceremony of Coronatic 

‘The crowne being put upon his 
head, a great shout began, and he 
come forth to the throne, and 
there passed through more’ cere- 
monies: as taking the oath and 





























having things read to him by the 
Bishopp; and his lords (who put 
‘on thelr caps assoon as the King| 
put on his erowne), and bishops 
‘eome and kneeled before him, And 
threo times the King at Armes went 
to the:three open “places on the 
scaffold and proclaimed thatsif any 
‘one could show any reason why 
Charles Stewart should not be King 
of England, that now he should 
come and speak. And a Generall 
Pardon also was read by the Lord 
Chancellor and medals flung up 
and down by my Lord Cornwallis, 
of silver, but I could not come by 
any.

To 
whieb, when he is come, the King 
drinks to him, and then sends him 
the cup which Is of gold, and he 
rinks it off, and then rides back 
again with the cup in his hand. 

















So as day wore on, solemnity gave. 
‘way to feasting which spread out- 
side the Court to the people at large. 
Pepys and his party, visiting the 
‘bonfires in the evening at Axeyard, 
found ‘a great many 
‘and women” who forced the visitors 
to drink the King’s health on their 
knees: “Which we thought a 
strange frolique; but these gallants 
continued there a great while, and 
T wondered to see how the ladies 
did tipple”. Yet, at the end of a 
perfect day he notes in his diary: 
Besides the pleasure of the sight 
of these glorious things, 1 may now 
shut my eyes against any other 
objects nor for the future trouble 
mysolf to seo things of slate and 
showe, as being sure never to sce 
the like again, in this world. 
‘Thus did Pepys’ ancestors talk of 
the Field of the Cloth of Gold; thus 
have his descendants. told ' their 
Grandchildren of the wonder of the 
Diamond Jubilee Celebration of 
Queen Victoria. ‘Thus will grand- 
childron of this generation hear 
from the witnesses of the Corona- 
tion of Their Most Gracious 
‘Majesties, King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth, 














‘Pho cinema will film the core- 
monies this week. ‘The operators 
should not imagine that they are 
absolute pioneers. ‘Their then in- 
fant art was actually used to record 
the Coronation scenes in the London 
streets at the time of the crowning 
of King Edward VII and Queen 
|Aloxandra—"faces were unrecogniz~ 
‘able and the constant wavering of 
the pictures was tiring to tho 
eyes". Queen Alexandra's dazzling 
beauty was the general theme of| 
‘admiration. In dramatic poignancy

‘The pictures 
were shown at Balmoral a few days 
later to the newly-crowned Kini, 
and Queen. At the end the sereen 
carried a large “close up” of the 
King. It had been imposed back to 
front, King Edward's voice was 
heard in the still darkness: “Decora- 
tons on the wrong si 











‘That faltering of the Archbishop 
recalls a more saturnine scene at the 
second crowing of Henry I when, 
at the age of 52, he married the 
sixteen year-old fairy Princess 
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‘Adelicia of France and had to be 
‘crowned again with her crowning| 
according to the custom of that day. 
‘Owing to the age and infirmity of 
the Archbishop, the Bishop of 
Salisbury was commanded to per- 
form the ceremony. ‘The decision 
was not accepted by Ralph of 
Canterbury. ‘The Coronation was 
fixed for an early hour to enable 
Roger de la Poer of Salisbury to 
‘obey the King's command without 
interruption. ‘The move failed: 

Into the crowded Abbey came a 
procession of monks, at thalr head 
the old and crippled Archbishop in 
his full robes half-supported, ‘half 
carrled by other dignitaries of the 
Church.. ‘Plainly afraid, though it 
must have been by moral suasion, 
Roger de Ia Poer drew back, leav- 
ing the newly crowned King seated 
on his throne, the stili-uncrowned 
‘young Queen on her knees. 

“Who dared to put that crown 
upon your head?” "demanded the 
Archbishop, and however rail his! 
body, his voice had lost none of its 
power, That moral suasion held

‘The Communist bandit armies, never- 
theless, were driven away by Gen. 
Chiang Kal-shek, who, marched his 
forces into Kiangst in 1932 and, after 
two years of punitive campaign, 
succeeded in bringing order out of 
chaos. 

‘Since autumn of 1994 (the time 
when Communist-bandits were driven 
away from Kiangsi) the Government 
hae directed ils attention to the 
restoration of peace and order in the 
affected areas and the hehabititation 
of the devastated and war-torn dis 
triels. With two year: of rehabilit 
tion, things in the province Have been 
Ted io a stage of hopeful regeneration 
whieh ‘foreshadows a promising and 
prosperous fyture, though much ro- 
mains to be“ done. Having entered 
the path of normal progress, the 
provincial authorities are positively 
‘carrying on an economie reconsiruc~ 
tion’ programme which is prepared 
{in accordance with the need of the 
people and the condition of the times, 
The people want, henceforth, peace 
and order and long to s€c an carly 
restoration of business and prosper 
ity. 




















‘Three-fold Programme 
With this object in view, the pro- 
vineial authorities are putting "the 
programme inte’ practice with a 
Unree-fold aim, namely; how to in 
jerease production, how’ to improve 
the people's power of consumption 
and ‘how to, ethance thelr capacity 
ef savings. ‘That is to say, the now 
‘economic reconstruction programme 
jaime at the concentric development 
of provinelal producing, buying and 
jeaving capacities, In carrying out 
this new programme, care Is being 
exercised to preserve a persistingly 
favourable balance of production over 
consumption so that an accumulation 
‘of savings could be realized in pre 
paration against any emergency. 
Kiangsi ig me of the most_abun- 
dank-producing provinees of Conttal 
China and looking at the map, one 
can very well form an accurate ob- 
servation of the favourable eogra- 
phieal conditions of the province, 
ich is overrun with many moun? 
{Gin ranges, plenty of wood and rich 
in mineral resources, and the land 
‘of which is enriched with a con 
Acence of rivers and rivulets, mak- 
ing the agrarian ‘crops assured un 
abundance. 
Ever since the growth of inter 
tional business, Kiangsi has main« 
tained a favoursble balance of trade 
return 1, exports excetded 
imports, by $11,900,000 and in the 
following year, 1928, Kiangs!'s favour 
‘ble balance jumped to. $15,000,000, 
the highest record ever attained, 
Unfortunately, with the advent of 
the Communist-bandits in the same 
year, all industrial enterprises and 
Gconomle structure throughout the 
province were hard hit (if not al- 
Together destroyed) by the Red di 
furbanees and terrorism. As a resull, 
the province's favourable» export 
balance dropped to $4,000,000 in 1929 
and further slrinked {0 $2,000,000 in 
1830. ‘Then, a great turn to the worse 
was witnessed in 1931, in whieh year 
the unfavourable balance reached the 
¢normous sum of $95,000,000, twice 
that of the record favourable balance 
of 1928. This condition of "trade 
relations ran from 1931 to 1934, of 
which year the import unfavourable 
balance was. $27,000,000.

Having found that the cause of 
this adverse balance of trade lies at 
the upset of the balance of supply 
jand ‘demand “(whieh will have a 
menacing effect upon’ the financial 
conditions and. the economic life of 
the people) the provincial authorities 
are therefore determined to enhance 
the people's productive power as the 
ultimate object of the Klangsi Eeono- 
mic Restoration programme. With 
this programme as a guidance, all 
jeconomic. reconstruction projects are 
Leing worked out, 

‘In order 4o improve productivity, the 
principle, of utilizing man-power and 
arable land available in the province 
and simulating commodity-markel- 
{ing must be- maintained. “Kiangst 
officials, convinced by mocern sclenti- 
fe methods are doing thelr uimost to 
Promote modern agriculture amonit 
the farmers. Varlous experimental 
folds test modern agricultural im= 
plements, to educate the farming 
‘masses and to earry on researeh work 
by Westernetrained agriculture stud- 
ents, so that new inventions may 
replace expensive tools Imported from 
foreign countries. 

Further examples on the advantage 
‘of machines to develop native indus 
trles revealed some Interesting stories 
show how anxiously concerned the 
provincial authorities “are with the 
Betterment of the generat livelihood. 

Tn one instance, oMeials diselosod 
that in a ‘cotton mill In foreign coun- 
tries, one worker ean produce 100 
chang, oF 1,000 Chinese fect, per day 
while’a native eloth-weaver can only 
turn out a few feet of cloth a day. 

While Ford produces 10,000 motor ears 
in one day, the Chinese hardly can 
Yulld one ear in a day. Motor cars 
with a capacity of tons travel, say. 
2000 li per day, but man-pulled 
wheel-barrows move about tens. of 
Ii per day and carry no more than 
300 or ‘so eattles of weight. 

In other cases, Kiangsl farmers 
were startled to hear that a Holland 
bred cow worth about $600 gave 00 
fo 70 pounds of milk per day. ‘This 
sounds lke a fairy tale to’ them, 
Tecause they only know that a 
native cow in Kiangsl costs $40 to 
$50 and gives mille less than 15 
pounds. At present, people in Kiang= 
i believe that, uniess China makes 
headway in the belterment of her 
productive technique and’ in the 
iodernization of her agricultural and 
Industrial produetion, she ean hardly 
survive. 


Phitosophy of the People 

If there is no market, production 
ceases. ‘This, in turn, freczes Invest« 
ment, causes unemployment and kills 
Industry.

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. AN EXPEDITION TO KOTO-SHO' 


Utopian Democracy Among Yami Savages: Foreign 
Psycho-Ethnographie Tests.

Roughly forty miles east of the 
‘southernmost tip of Formosa is the 
island of Koto-tho, Before Koto-sho| 
‘eeame part of the Japanese Empire| 
it was known as Botel Tobago, and 
there are references to it under this 
name in old Chinese records. Apatt| 
from these references, litle" oF 
nothing appears {o be known about 
the ‘carly history. of the island, 
Thirty-five miles in’ elreumference, 
with a coastline broken by bays and 
senrred with fantastle rock forms 
tons, it ¥s.an_ island of mountains 
that ‘iso ‘abruptly from a narrow 
coastal plain and in places sheer 
from the sea. 

Geologleally it appears to be vol- 
ceanle In origin: the soll is for the 
‘most part a rich decomposed basalt 
‘nd the most rugged of the coastal 
ellis bear evidence of a marine 
Yoleanle deposit that a tater series 
‘af movements hurled hundreds of 
feet above sea level. ‘The beaches 
‘of the Island are eovered with grey, 
Water-worn pebbles and small bould- 
crs, among which the sea has washed 
fan’ infinite variety of broken coral 
formations; and. the rocks near the 
hore that are exposed when the tide 
is low are covered with many-colour- 
ed_ coral growths. 

‘Between the sea and, the terraces 
of taro that occupy the'rich alluviat 
Tan at the base of and on the lower 
slopes of the mountains are belts of 
Wild pineapple, whose twisted trunks 
dnd "ragged ‘dark greon leaves cre 
‘strangely pleturesque and throw into 
stronger rellet the fat groon of the 
gen and the brilliant grass green of 
the hills near the shore. In the deep 
qullles of the mountains there are| 
{reo ferns, ornamental shrubs, edible 
berries and coconut palms and var 
fous kinds of bananas. In the corest 
Tand ‘chains of bonyans are inked 
together with a broken wall of aerial 
roots and there are. the ornamental 
Toba tree ‘wilh its sprays of glossy, 
searlot Teaves, the valuable wood of 
Which no native will use because of 
the evil consequences: that are sup- 
‘poted to attend contact with the tres, 
froes with large wax-like | white 
Howers, trees, with clusters of mauve 
Aowers, hardivoods, and innumerable 
‘other trees from which the wood for 
houses, bonts and household utensils 
Js obtained. 

‘The forests of Kolo-sho are cerle 
places, with thelr tangled vines ad 
rostesque fungi, their stillness and 
their damp, Inthe bolls near the 
shore land’ crabs, bearing on their 
backs a” ststropodelike "shell that| 
conceals ovorything except a formid~ 
ble claw or two by means af which 
thoy ‘are able to proceed with sur 
prising tapidity, live in holes under 
the’ bree roots; and pale, ercamy-zreen 
snails cling to the leaves of succulent 
My-tike plants, 

Land of the Yami 

This Is the home of the Yomi, 
dark-skinned, small statured people 
ef mixed racial origin, About 1:700 
in number, they Tive in soven om= 
pet villages of straw-thatched houses 
that are distributed round the island 
fon the genily rising plain bewoen 
{he seashore and the mountains. ‘The 
population is kept at a fairly’ even 
evel by malaria, of which aparticu- 
arly dangerous’ form Is pfovalent, 
though the natives have developed an 
Immunity which enables them | to 
withstand its attacks without vistble 
inconvenience, 

‘There are many interesting things 
about the Yami, In the first place 
they are a complete ethnle group, 
apparently bearing no relation to the: 
natives of Formosa and possessing 2 
conservative and highly stabilized 
fcullure that has probably existed. in 
Its present form for many hundreds 
‘and’ possibly thousands of years. 
Since the Island enme under Japancse 
control a handful of potiee have been 
Slationed there, @ school has. been 
built, whieh the children must attend 
and ‘at which those from the ‘more 
Gistant villages live as weekly board~ 
fers, and a doctor has beer! appointed 
fo tackle. the malaria problem and 
itive general” medical care: but, in 
their ‘Wisdom, the authorities have 
not interfered with the customs. of 
the people and there is an almosphere 
fof friendliness and co-operation that 
must exelte the admiration of ony 
visitor. 

‘The Yami social system is a do 
moeriey that, had T not seen it in 
the flesh, T would not have believed 
could exist except in the mind-af a 
Utopian ideatiet. It is distrecsings to| 
Imagine what might have happened 
hada people as intelligent, as proud 
Ty independent, as. peaceful and as 
happy a8 the Yami fallen into clumsy 
hands, ‘There are no laws” excent 
custom, and there are a minority of

when T got back last winter from 6 
tour by motor bus in the South. 
“What ‘do you mean by 
China?” T asked susplelously. 
Yunnan, and Szechuen," he. re 
airily, “They are both ‘connected up 
‘with Shanghal nowadays, A trip by 
ear in those parts would be a de- 
Vghhttul ‘holiday.’ 

T must confess that I was at frst 
completely sceptical, as are doubt- 
Jess ‘some readers, but on studying. 
road maps and after careful enquir- 
Jes, 1 found that such a trip would 
actually be quite "feasible, "though 
whether so delightful, I should be 
inclined to withold judgment until T 
hhad tried it, 

‘There isa motor road running 
penetically due west trom Shanghal 
vid Hangehow, Huichow Ua Anhul) 
and Nanchang’ (capital of Kiungal) to 
Changsha (capital of Hunan)—about

Presuming one had reached Talifu 
sufely and the cor were still runn- 
ing, the next question would be how 
to get back home, that being for me 
Pelping. Anyhow one has first to 
frail ali the way back to Kuelyang 
before an alternative route Is avai 
able, different from that which o 
has ‘come by. From Kuelyang there 
Is a motor road running north to the 
‘Yangtze opposite ‘The 
Idea would be to get one’s car across 
the river here and then go on to 
Chengti—a total run from Kuelyang 
of over 700 miles, 

From Chengtu there is a highway to 
Sian in Shensi, via Hanchungfu, about 
500 miles. Alternatively, if this route 
‘were not open, there is'a motor road 
from Chungking to Hankow, so one 
could at least hope to get back part 
‘of the way, in the worst of circum 
stances, In’ Sian one is. stil a long 
way from Pelping; and, indeed, trom 
here on Is likely 'to prove the most 
dificult part of the journey. There 
are several alternative roads running 
from Sian to the borders of Honan, 
but T must confess to being extreme- 
ly hazy as to how to get across that, 
province to Kaifeng, the capital.

Children’s Festival Observed

‘Tachienlu, Apr. 7. 

‘Tachienlu is nishing to-day what 
has been a somewhat. heelic week, 
which saw a. school competition ‘on 
cleanliness—brooms and dustpans 
have been much in evidence ever 
since, ‘The Schoolrooms and play 
grounds with the entrances to. and 
from have been swept as they have 
never been before, “Boys and girls 
took considerable pride in their own 
eehools and did. thelr best to win 
the prize which was offered for the 
cleanest school in ‘Tachienlu. | We 
lunderstand a flag will be presented 
‘and naturally each school ‘Is deter~ 
mined to win this coveled trophy. 
‘The cleanest school competition 
covers a period of seven days and is 
‘not merely 9 brush ana 9 sweep and 
finished, "The Chinese children’ are 
at it- morning, noon and night. And 
not only rooms and dormitories 
will gome In for Inspection but the 
personal cleanliness of cach scholar 
Will be considered, and so on April 
3 the boys of the Government Nor- 
Inal School spent the aflernoon at 
the hot sulphur spring 

‘Tachienlu is very fortunate in her 
hot springs, In several directions 
these hot, springs abound, the most 
popular being that at the second 
bridge, whieh Is only a tittle over two 
‘miles from the north gate. Day by 
day, not only. the school children, 
‘but all conditions and varieties of 
Eeople visit the springs. Formerly 
‘Monday’ was sot apart as ladies day, 








but such was the desire for a weekly 


wash thet Tuesday also was made 
A Indies day, giving the "Tachienlu 
Indies two full days. Apparently 
many of the inhabitants ike to spend 
A whole night in the pool and this 
could not be done when the ladies

‘An incarnation comes to Tachienu 
ut before he does $0, he makes a 
point of spending a few days at one 
of the springs enabling him, when he 
does arrive, to took something like an 
Incarnation, ‘The spring at Sedo Is 
par excellence, the best. pool near 
‘Tachlentu: it is also the cleanest, 
hottest and highest, being some 12,000 
feet above sea level. ‘The sulphur 
water bubbles up at certain points 
und is unbearably, hot.

Scholastic Centre 

‘The Government Normal, the 
‘Sikang Normal and two other Normal 
schools in Tachlentu, are putting in 
very good work. The Sikang Normal 
thas 160 young men and women in re- 
sidence, with a staff of five or six 
teachers. The Government Normal 
has elose on 100 men and women in 
residence, also with five or six teach+ 
rs, And two other Normal schools 
have something like 00 students in 
residence, with probably five or six 
teachers in each school. Tachientu is 
slowly but surely becoming the 
Scholastic centre for Sikang. Young 
‘men and women come from every 
part, of the provinee to put in six 
monihs, one year oF three years in 
school work in this elly. In all the 
normals the students are fed at gov- 
ernment or public expense and in 
Inis way they are encouraged to al 
tend school and thereby further their 
edueation. 

Unfortunately Tachienlu is a ter 
ribly cold place and many students

People who moan about the cramp 
ed quariers. of a modern: flat should 
pay visit to a submarine. There 
they'll learn ll about housekeeping

faring man leads an ‘exciting life, 
bouncing over the billowing” waves, 
the submarine offcers and thelr crew 
Jead a far more thrilling existence, 
‘They ‘ive dangerously but wll, and 
what is more, they've learned to be 
neat and tidy. 

‘A man who has leamed to keep. 
house in a submarine would make 
‘any girl a good husband, He'd know, 
without being told a dozen times, to 
fold up his clothes, tuck his papers 
away neatly in a drawer and hang 
up his beer mug-in its proper place, 
for there's. not an inch of space to 
spare in the well-planned. submarine 
Such as the Pandora or Proteus. 

‘There are hundreds of controls, 
engines and all sorts of important 
technical gadgets to take up all. the 
room in these 290-fect long and wide 








room kitchen, where quite delicious 
‘and substantial’ meals are prepared 
{fof five officers, 1s only, ten feet by 
three feet,

‘The problem for the nations to 
solve is how to get rid of these 

ifocating restrictions on world 
rade and ct the same time safeguard 
the stability of individual currencies. 
Professor Milhaud's solution is to 
organize on the broadest and most 
exible basis a system of reciprocity 
‘and compensation in | International 
commerce; {0 extend this to every 
lass of commercial transactions 
between as many countries as pos 
sible, it not between all; and to 
nllow this system to work itself out 
‘without, harsh burenueratie methods 
by means of a new type of foreign 
exchange called compensated ox- 
‘chan, 

"This. compensated exchange would 
bbe issued In connection with foreign 
transactions, subject, to “the Issuing 
‘office receiving sceurities, commercial 
bills or bank drafts to an _ equal 
amount and expressed in loims of 
the home curreney. Tt would be 
valld for only a limited period, and, 
despatched abroad In payment of 
thelr Tabllities by the Buyers or 
deblors of the Issuing country, would 
relurn to that country as a means 
of payment for purchases or debts 
by other countries, As with ordinary 
forelgn exchange In normal tim 
the compensated exchange wou! 
clreulate Internationally and be freely 
‘quoted onthe exchange markets of 
all countries, though its use would 
be restricted by its having to return 
fo the Issuing country within a 
Himited time, and by the stipulation 
that there #hould have, been a tran- 
saetion in-that country’s favour as a 
eounterpart of the transaction which 
occasioned ils tssue.

tan. The Swedish explorer was com- 
missioned by the Nanking Govern-| 
‘ment to investigate the possibilities 
of blazing a motor road along the 
iclent slic trail which 2,000 years. 
0 served as a link between Chi 
and Rome. ‘The fall of the Roman 
Empire spelied the collapse of com- 
mercial intercourse between the two 
nations and the silk route was 
neglected and almost forgotten. Dr. 
Hedin recelved his commission fh 
1083 and on expedition lasting eight 
motiths was arranged: actually it 
became an adventure strotched over:
